THE WATER BILL. 



Tlio BOlion (akon by iho House jesterilay 
'lo WRter Compaay's bill ia, wo think, a 
"^ot one, and one wbicb tbe inbabitants 
r.gtain. Tbe Water Company want not 
Co.s^o'usivo right to luy down water 
noisihin the city, but tha esoluaivo 
not I'll wator. The Houso wns willing 
belvtlic exclusive privilcgo of laying 
" ti> pes, but rolused to grant any moi 
o in Eelling water. It was said daring 
.a diseaseion tbat the company would rex 
fnsa to accept tbis alteration ; but wo bopo 
tbat doch will not bo llio case. So long as 
tha exclusive privilege to lay pipes within 
tbo city is granted it virtually preoludos the 
poaaibility of another water company atarting, 
and beyond tbis proteclion we oanDotsee what 
any company ooald want; The only com- 
petition tbat conid arise would bo from a few 
isolated draymon, and if the company cannot 
bring woter from Spring Ridge in pipes 
ohcaper than these men oan bring it in dnije 
they do not deserve any privilege at all. So 
maeh'foMhe oompany's'Side of the question. 
When we obme td"lbbk," Koweyor, at the 
pnblio interest, it is clearly the duty of tbo 
House to Bee that an article bo neccseary to 
our existence ns water should bo as untram- 
melled ai the air wo breatbo. To place the 
community at tbo mercy of any company for 
the sapply of^ .waters for never so sbott a terna 
would be to do probably a'tnost serious injury 
to tbe inhnbitantg. The souroe from which 
tha Water Company gets its supply raaj 
prove ample for all the demands that may 
be made upon it for some years to come, or 
it may give out during any dry season ; there 
is .^Dq; jCertainty about it, bsyoiid tba faot 
lhBt''!t" hai hitherto managed to supply 
the bare necessities of the inhabitants. 
It has never, or at least tho water.carriers 
have never, daring the portions of the 
yoir most reraarkabia for drouth, shown 
ths capacity to supply the inhabitants with 
as maob good water as they woald desire, 
Ofteritfrneijlan^ 'to* tfad'' injury of" the public 
health, families have not been able to obtain 
quantities sufficient for ordinary purposes ol 
cleanliness. Mr. DeCosmos, in his re- 
mark yetLterddy/CBaid' that the calcux 
lation waa that, an average of only 
flra gaHon8^''B'»*aa^^ bo sopplied 

to CBob persoii' tbronghont the "year; while, 
however, this might bo tho average for tha 
whole year, wo question very much whether 
five gallons cculd be supplied to each person 
per day daring the driest part of the summer 
oraiitama.

The warmer and 
dryer the weather the more necosaary is it lo 
have a large supplj — nature craves for il— 
but nature at the same time dries np the 
pond and exposes the muddy bottom- of the 
resegTojr, .U is: necessary therefore that we 
BhoiiId,'in seasons of excessive dronlfa, have 
some reserve to fall back upon, and until 
tho water company shall have an nnlimitcd 
supply from some of the lakes in Iho vicinity 
of Victoria, it is but right that persons own« 
ing wells or land oil which water oan be 
obtained, ahonld have the privilege of aJ< 
ding to the pnblio supply. Whatever 
arrangement tho company contemplated 
making with regard to obtaining iron pipes 
and improving tha source of their wator 
supply, we are sure tha aotion of the Hooeo 
yesterday cannot In any way eieot it. They 
have virtually all the power they soaght, it 
they are disposed to sell cheaply ; it however 
any part of their echedula is hieher, and 
Bonio families assert that it is, lhan tin' 
prices nt present charged, they cannot 
oattaioly object to tha drayman endeavoring 
to aapply these oases of increased rates; The 
fact is the olaase throwing open tbe selling 
of water to all is the safety-valve ; when tbe 
pressure on tho public purse booomcH too 
great, tho independent wutcrniiin comes for- 
ward and rclicvuH it ; when the scalo of 
prices goes down, then the waterman is 
obliged to pat up his horse and follow some 
more remunerative vocation, It rests, there- 
fore, with tho company, os we have already 
said, whether Ihoy ore lo have an exolusivo 
monopoly or not. If they sell goud water 
a.i can hu p,ol from otiior sourcics chcajicr llinii 

ian b^ohlainod from Kuoh coureoii, ami il 
icy can supply the public demand, lliey will 
have to all intents and purposes a complete 
monopoly — a monopoly which, however, will 
hiivo fulfilled all Iho conditions that can bo 
cx;iclcj from por.son.i hohJiii;; oxchisivc 
rights. If, hoffovor, on tho other hand, the 
company can not sapply every portion of our 
population as cheaply as can be done by the 
drays, then tbey themselves mast admit ii 
would be an injustice to tbe inhabitants to 
grant such powers as they liavo askoil. A< 
a company wo think llif Water (;onn|Kiii_\ 
have done much good, nnd dujcrvo tjiuch 
consideration. They have incroa.^cd very 
much the facilities for obtaining water, and 
have kept tho fire ciaterne in the city ready 
at all times for any emergency ; but no state 
service can justify n sialo injnHlico.

The Hon. Surveyor General moved Ihe 
second reading of this bill for the i)urposo of 

dijoussioii. 

Tho Hon. C'.lonial .Secretary moved in 
araendiuent that the hill bo teud this day six 
monllis. Ho was unable to go inio llio mat- 
ter so fully as if tho rupply bill v.as befoio 
lliR Council, or a financial policy more in de- 
tail had been submitted, but ho wou d briefly 
slate his reasons for moving tho amendment. 
The real esliite lax was one of the principal 
sourcc.i of revenue, and the |)rinei|)al security 
which Iho Govtrninont had to oiler in tho 
mnuoy market, and until something was 
submitted to roplooa it and Ihe credit of the 
colony maintained as -before, the bill cer- 
lainly could never be allowed to pass tbe 
Council. Ho held in hia hand the Estimates 
lor the year IfjfiG. The sum total of the es- 
timated cxponditore was $103,895 ; tbo csli- 
mated revenue for Ibe year was $206,:{T6. Of 
that cstirnated rovenaa ho less thaii S5t),0PO 
was produced by real ealate, or about one- 
fourth of tha whole revenue. FJo had looked 
through nil of Iho money bills, but could diB» 
cover no subsliliita for tha tax sought lo be 
aliolisheil, excejit tho extraordinary one of a 
£011,(11)11 lo.-in. .So that they were asked lo 
do aivay willi oiie-roiirth of ih.i revenue, and 
lo go iiilo llio I.'indou money inarkel, and 
wiiii a diniiiii.-hed credit to borrow monoy. 
Iv.'oii r.ri'i. li (joluiiihia hotsolf could not sell 
her bonds. Au-iralia, .Mauritius, Natal and 
olhor lirst class colonial securities were ac- 
tually down lo 111 per ceiit,,ai,d yol wo v/tie 
bi go into tbo market lo borrow. Jt was so 
monstrous that bo coni I nol iina.^dno bu .v 
any sauo man could ooneeivu sucii a soluine, 
There wero two tax bills bo found which in 
lieu of Ihe $50,000 imposed taxes to tbe ex- 
tant of $8000, leavlug a differenoo of $42,- 
OOO.
